Stein remained in the room until 6 o'clock, 
when the door was opened and he was re- 
leased. He went to the Chestnut street po- 
lice station and related what had occurred.

When 
searched at the station a knife was found 
in his pocket that was identified by Stein.

SPAIN OBJECTS TQ WARSHIPS 
CARRYING FOOD TO CUBANS. 


The “Naval” Vessel Fern Will Be Substituted for the Cruiser Montgomery, 
Which Will Proceed to Havana. 


Lee Will Remain at His Post, Spain Having Withdrawn 


the Suggestion of His Recall. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 


WASHINGTON, March 7.—It is impossible to exaggerate the ‘gravity of 0. 
situation here. The time has cobe when the aspect of affairs in Washington should be ;_ 


frankly laid before the country, when it should be stated publicly that there are men 
here, in and out of Congress, who pass for Americans, and yet who are openly and 
avowedly engaged in hampering the Administration in the prudent preparations for 
the crisis with Spain which is imminent. 

Speaker Reed, Boutelle of Maine, Hale of Spain and Maine and Dingley of 
Maine are retarding every administrative department or legislative measure to 
strengthen the navy for the emergency. The Administration—most certainly President 
McKinley—appreciates fully the gravity of the situation. He knows that Spain is on 
a war footing and has been so for two years past. He knows that there is no great 
power in the world with which our position of defenselessness can be compared save 
only that of China. 

Spain, on the contrary, is to-day as ready as she ever could be for war. With her 
limited resources her condition cannot be improved. There are 150,000 good Spanish 
soldiers upon a war footing only 80 miles from our shores, who could, of course, be 
prevented from invading Florida or any other province of our territory, but most 
certainly not by Admiral Sicard’s fleet, with the minimum of coal and ammunition on 
board, and the Admiral, like the distinguished head of the Swiss Navy, on shore. To 
each one of these 150,000 soldiers, brutalized as well as acclimated and hardened by 
three campaigns, the Spanish Government owes a thousand dollars at the lowest esti- 
mate. : 
Spain will never transport these men back to Spain, because she cannot pay them, 


and because if they were taken home and not paid they would not long hesitate to 
unite with the anti-dynastic elements at home, and the equilibrium which up to the 
present has been maintained between the contending parties by the Government 
of the day would be destroyed as the result of revolution and perhaps anarchy in 
Madrid. 

President McKinley, though annoyed and heavily handicapped by the opposition 
from Speaker Reed, Senator Hale, Representative Boutelle and ofhers in his party, is 
acting most patriotically and with statesmanlike appreciation of the situation. He 


and his advisers are doing what can be done without the official and open 


co-operation of Congress in preparing for the crisis which is upon us. 

Contracts for supplies and munitions in the aggregate amounting to many mill- 
ions have been given out upon the responsibility of the Executive and the depart- 
ments alone, but something more is confessedly needed.

“IT shall continue to do my duty, which is to guard American interests.’ 

“Fitzhugh Lee, my son, came to visit me during the short vacation granted him 
by the Chesapeake & Ohio Railroad. He was here before, has many friends and will 
return to the United States when his vacation is over, next week. Mrs. Lee is not 
in. nor is she nervous. I have not written her anything to alarm her. I have had 
no need to do so.”

AMMUNITION FOR THE

COMMERCE DESTROYERS 
PLACED IN COMMISSION.

SPAIN’S NEW TORPEDO 
BOATS NEARLY READY. 


GLASGOW, March 7.—The crews to man 
the Spanish torpedo boats Osado and An- 
des, which are being completed by the 
Thompsons for Spain, have, arrived her». 
It is expected that the boats will be com- 
pleted 4 Friday or Saturday, when they 
will go to Ferrol, Spain, where they will 
take on board their armaments. From 
Ferrol the Osado and Andez are going to 
Cuba. 


PROCTOR LEFT AFTER 
CONSULTING WITH M’KINLEY.

Congressman C nnon Will Introduce a Bill Appropriat- 
ing $50,0 


,000 for the National Defense. 


WASHINGTON, March 7.—The Navy Department an- 
nounced at 2 p. m. to-day that the cruiser Montgomery would re- 
lieve the dispatch boat Fern at Havana and that the Fern would 
carry provisions and relief supplies to Matanzas and Sagua. This 
is understood to be a satisfactory arrangement to the Spanish 
Government and will relieve the incident of its irritating 
features. 7 3 4 : 

The Fern is a naval ship, but scarcely a warship in the proper 
sense of the term, her principal use being in dispatch carrying and 
in the transportation of freight from one navy yard to another. 

No attempt is made to deny that the attitude of the Spanish 
Government towards the entry of the warships into Cuban ports 
may be full of significance and lead in the end to trouble. It is 
realized that if it is conceded that vessels of the United States 
Navy may be in times of peace excluded from Matanzas or Sagua, 
by the same rules they likewise may be kept out of Havana harbor

Maine, but would be obliged to leave American citizens resident in 
Havana entirely without protection in case of need.

They came away with «he impression that the President felt 
that the gravest crisis had been met by the quick responses made, 
and that now there was a period of calm until Spain’s next move 
was made. They in turn made it clear to the President that ont- 
side of the official status the events were certain to create intense 
feeling throughout the country and to agitate Congress to a point 
of action. ; 

Members of the House, who are powerful in shaping action in 
that body, told the President plainly that they feared the House 
could not be restrained much longer. 

While Spain’s strict right to dismiss Lée is not questioned, it 
is said that pending the Maine investigation with the Court of 
Inquiry sitting and the people of the island starving, the dismissal 
of Lee would be such a blow to the interests of the United States 
that it would not be measured by ordinary rules, but would be 
taken as tantamount to an overt hostile act. 

There are strong official intimations that Lee would not be 
replaced by another Consul-General, but that his dismissal would 
terminate all diplomatic relations, which in itself is a preliminary 
to hostilities. is 


WASHINGTON, March 7.—Spain has withdrawn her request 
for the recall of Consul-General Lee and it is now believed that 
the incident is practically closed. The withdrawal came to-day in 
the shape of an official communication from Minister Woodford, 
It is now stated that the request was never put in the shape of a 
demand, but that it was merely a suggestion on the part of Spain, 
and when she found that it would not be pleasantly received by 
this country she promptly receded. 8 

It is learned that the Spanish objection to Consul-General 
Lee is based largely upon his sympathy for the Cubans and some of 
his utterances which have found their way into print. It fs un- 
derstood that the Spaniards also take exceptions to the friendly 
relations and companionship existing between Gen. Lee and corre- 
spondents of American papers which have been decidedly un- 
friendly to Spain. It is believed that Senor de Lome carried to 
Spain papers and information calculated to make the Spanish 
Government request the recall of Consul-General Lee.

WASHINGTON, March 7.—Spain has been warned that any unnecessary re- 
quests or demands must not be made upon the United States at this time. 
President McKinley's real resolution, now fixed, to deal firmly with Spain, has 


been made unmistakably clear. 


The Associated Press sent out a story from Madrid which reached this country 
early Sunday morning that a demand for Lee's recall had been made and refused by 


McKinley. 


When pressed for a specific declaration on this point, Assistant Secretary Day 
said he had not received any such request from the Spanish Government. 
It is known, however, in Spanish circles here that on last Friday Senor du Bose 
notified the State Department that Spain would protest against the United States 
sending food ta the Cuba reconcentrados in war vessels. 
This policy is not new. When the first relief was organized several- months ago, 
the Administration desired to use a warship for its transportation. At that time Min- 
ister Dupuy de Lome protested most vigorously. He stated then that such a method 
of sending relief would be a positive encouragement to the insurgents and an act that 
would materially interfere with the plans of Spain. 
Senor du Bosc in his latest communication calis attention to this letter from Min- 
ister de Lome and also to the action of the United States in assenting to its logic and 
appropriateness by a change of programme. He informs the United States that Spain 


expects similar courtesy now. 


While expressing the belief that this particular feature of the situation, will not 
lead to any trouble with Spain, Judge Day does not explain as to how the contention 
‘of Spain that a warship must not convey provisions will be met. 
gut doubtless the same argument will be advanced as was brought forward’ when 
Senor de Lome filed his protest, that a warship of the United States can at all times 
without impropriety enter the ports of a friendly power. 

Secretary Long, when asked as to the probable effect of the Lee incident, said: 

“So far as the Navy Department is concerned the situation is. unchanged, and 
our plans have not been altered in the least. 

When asked if he thought the stand taken by the President upon the matter of 
Lee’s recall would precipitate or hasten what might have otherwise arisen in conse- 
quence of the relations between the United States and Spain, Secretary Long said it 


would not, in his opinion. 


The developments all indicate that the gravity of the situation has been aug- 
mented by the statement issued from the State Department. 
Senators and Representatives whose service on the Forcign Relations and Forign 
Affairs Committees has made them acquainted with much confidential information 
believe that serious complications will inevitably follow the President’s action. 
Many of these committeemen believe that Spain will now send Gen. Lee from 
Havana, leaving the United States at liberty to send another representative to replace 


him or permit the Vice-Consul General to serve indefinitely. No objection could

Mayor Nichols and Chief of Police Briggs have been informed of the plot and are 


taking every possible precaution to prevent trouble. 
Armed guards watch Judge Woodward's home day and night and follow him 


wherever he goes. 


The existence of the alleged society and its murderous plan first became known 
through a young woman whose name the officials refuse to divulge. They fear for her 


safety should she be known. 


She overheard a conversation between two miners and notified the Judge. In- 


vestigation proved her story correct. 


So the closing arguments in the trial to-day will be made behind closed doors and 
with detectives and policemen not only in the room, but scattered about the public 
square in which the Courthouse is located. 

While refusing to tell his exact information Chief of Police Briggs said that, in a

THE LETTER HE WROTE WAS 
MADE ILLEGIBLE BY BLOOD- 
STAINS. 


THE CAUSE IS NOT KNOWN. 


Mr. Rosenthal Visited His Old Store 
and After Chatting With Friends 
Walked to His Desk and 
Blew Out His Brains. 


Charles W. Rosenthal, for 20 years promi- 
nent in the wall paper trade of St. Louis, 
shot and killed himself at 9:15 o’clock Mon- 
day morning in the office of Herman Weins- 
burg & Co., 307 North Fourth street. 

Mr. Rosenthal sold out his wall paper es- 
tablishment to Mr. Weinsburg two weeks 
ago, and was making the store his tem- 
porary headquarters, retaining his desk in 
Sa.esman when business was unusually 
active. 

The dead man's family are at a loss to 
know why su'c!de was determined upon. 
Mr. Rosenthal’s domestic relations were 
happier than most men's, they say, and h's 
financiat affairs were in the same carefully 
arranged condition he always kept them. 

Place and conditions of the suicide were 
unusual. Mr. Rosenthal reached the store 
about 8 o'clock, and to the clerks and pro- 
prietors he seemed in brighter sp'‘rits than 
they had noticed him in a long time. He 
sat in a chair in the front part of the store, 
participating in general conversation, and 
giving no evidence that his troubled mind 
contemplated any act so rash as self-mur- 
der. For an hour he sat in pleasant con- 
versation with his companions, and just be- 
fore 9 o'clock he walked to the office in the 
rear of the store. 

John Knickmeyer, a salesman, observed 
him apparently engaged in going over some 
business correspondence, Knickmeyer was 
standing not ten feet away with his back 
turned upon the high desks arranged so as 
to form a square enclosure which constitut- 
ed the office.

March 7%7.—Traders sold 
stocks to-day, not only on the complica- 
tions between the United States and Spain, 
but on, apprehensions of trouble between 
England, France, Russia and Spain, and a 
general embroilment of all the powers. The 
scene on the floor was an exciting one, but 
while the trading was eager, it lacked a 
suggestion of a panic. 

There was wary watching for the magical 
moment to buy at the cheapest, as well as 
to sell at the best, as was shown by the 
ewift rebound after the first slump. 

Quotations for Americans m Loydon were 
looked for as an index of values, but the 
markets there were suffering as acutely 
from the war cioud in the Far Bast as 
from the Cuban question.

JAMES HUGHES AND EDWARD 
WORTMAN WLRE BOTH 
Into Play. 


NEITHER SERIOUSLY HURT. 


The Struggle Took Place in an Alley 
and Lasted for an Hour Until 
the Gun Was Brought 
Into Play . 


As a result of a flerce race war in Caron- 
delet Sunday afternoon, two white youths 
are nursing gunshot wounds and a negro 16 
locked up in the police station, charged 


with assault to kill. 

The battle waged for an hour and was 
only stopped by the appearance of the po- 
lice. Sticks, stones and fists were used 
vigorously until Lige Anthony opened fire 
on the whites with his shotgun. . 

James Hughes, aged 17 years, 8324 Penn- 
sylvania avenue, has a buckshot in his right 
hand, and Edward Wortman, 8415 Reilly ave- 
nue, was scratched by the scattering shot. 
Neither lad’s injuries are dangerous. 

About 2 o’clock Sunday afternoon a crowd 


of negro boys assembled in the alley be- 
tween Marceau and Polk streets. avis 
street and Reilly avenue. They were de- 


termined to rout the white youths of the 
neighborhood if the occasion occurred, 

Half an hour later young Hughes and 
Wortman with half a dozen companions 
passed down Reilly avenue. Hughes was 
particularly distasteful to the negroes and 
at a word from their leader a charge was 
made upon the whites, 

Hughes’ little 1 stood its ground 
and answered the volley of stones with like 
missiles. The aggressive party closed in 
playing with clubs, and a flerce hand to han 
contest folowed. 

Reinforcements came to the negroes and 
the whites fell back. Their pursuers 
pregeed them closely and the line finally 

roke into full epeed. Hughes and Wort- 
man fleeing down the alley in the rear of 
the house of Lige Anthony, 8311 Polk street. 

The white boys ran into a yard across the 
alley from Anthony’s back door. He wa? 
fn his yard, and, seeing the negroes charg- 
ing after the fugitives, he grabbed his snot- 
gun and joined the blacks. Running up to 
within a few feet of where Wortman and 
Hughes were cowering behind a shed, he 
fired point-blank at them. 

Several of the shot struck young Wort- 
man and a slug-shot r Hughes’ hand. 
The wild r and report of the gun 
brought the police on a double-quick and 
the negroes fled. 

Hughes was taken to the office of Dr. A. 
Selmer, 7501 Pennsyivania avenue, where his 
wound was dressed. Wortman did not need 
medical assistance. 

Anthony was arrested some hours later 
and locked up inthe First District Police 
Station. He strenuously denied doing the 
shooting, but the police say there are eye- 
witnesses enough to convict hin. 

Feeling runs high in the neighborhood 
over the unprovoked assault and Capt. Kee- 
ble is exercising the greatest vigilance to 
prevent another outbreak.

The new building 
which he plans to have built will contain 
about eight large cells. It is his purpose 
to house only the trusties in it. That wil 
relieve the pressure on the other buildings 
to such an extent that he thinks he can 
handle all the police court grist for a year 
or So anyway. 

Mr. Karr has another plan which he will 
carry out if he gets the right kind of en- 
couragement. There is at present virtually 
no employment for the 8 or 90 women who 
are always confined at the works. They are 
compelled to serub and do the sewing for 
the institution, but that does not keep halt 
of them busy half of the time. 

Mr. Karr wants to establish a sock fac- 
tory. He figures that they could supply all 
the city institutions with those 1 arti. 
cles and have a surplus which could be ex- 
changed at the dry goods houses for other 
useful and necessary articles. He says the 
factory could be established at compara- 
tively small cost. 

“Of course,“ he says, the people inter- 
ested in socks will raise a howl, but the 
will have to howl. Such thin are made 
at the workhouses in other cities and we 
will have to get in line.

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THE TUNNEL PROBLEM. 


An articlé in Cassier’s Magazine for March presents a solu- 
tion of the St. Louis tunnel problem without the resort to elec- 
tricity which is said to be impracticable. Smoke can be prac- 
tically eliminated from the tunnel, without impairing the 
efficiency of the tractive force, by the substitution of oil for 
coal as fue! for the locomotives. 

The oll burning locomotive is a technical and economic suc- 
cess. Several are in use in this country. There are 37 running 
on the Great Eastern Railway, in England. They are found to 
be efficient and economical, both for express trains and yard 
use. They are also used on the Austrian State Railways aud 
at the Arlberg tunnel, which is 6% miles long. The change 
from coal to oi] has reduced the noxious gases produced very 
greatly and has done away with smoke. 

As coal burning locomotives can be changed to oil burning 
at no very great expense, it would be worth while experiment- 
ing in this line with the tunnel engines. Success would mean 
very much to St. Louls and the railways would of course 
share inthe benefits to be gained.

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MONSTER WORLDS AFAR. 


One of the most remarkable of the recent discoveries in 
astronomy is the fact that a number of the fixed stars are 
t to @ periodical eclipse which ususally lasts five or 

Ax, hours. 

These stars are known as Algol-variables, because the first 
‘one found to be subject to this rule was the star known as 
Aigol. Astronomers have concluded that the only reasonable 
explanation for this periodical diminution of the stars’ light 
is the passing between them and our line of vision of dark 
bodies that are revolving around these stars as our sun's 
planets revolve around it. . 

Not only must these dark bodies be planets, say the astron- 
omers, but they must in most cases be very much larger than 
the planets of our system, in proportion to the size of the 
suns around which they revolve. 

As the verdict of the astronomers is that our sun is not 
of unusual size among the stars, but that many of these 
distant suns exceed old Sol in diameter, it follows that these 
planets whose presence we can only discover by their shutting 
off their sun's light from us at intervals must be gigantic 
indeed. There are probably millions of worlds larger than 
Jupiter among them. In fact, there may be many much greater 
ts in bulk than our sun, which Is said to be in volume 1,300,000 
mes more than the earth.

It, too, was 
short lived and condemned by men supposed 
to know about such things as a remarkable 
mixture of trash and flubdub as untrue to 
English manners as an ill-advised foreigner 
could mrake it, and depicting in no way 
scenes from the real life of its actor hero. 
In that day there were no energetic press 
agents and the public was not upon the 
footing of intimacy with the actor and his 
private life as it is now, a fact which easily 
explains why “Edmund Kean” and “Genius 
and Disorder” failed to strike the popular 
taste. 

With the changing of the times the barrier 
between footlights’ and front row have been 
swept aside. The public knows che actor 
fairly. well, and the great mass it doesn’t 
know it flatters itself is not worth knowing. 
Therefore when Mr, Coghlan writes in a 
masterly fashion a story holding up his pro- 
fession in a light the public, the gossiping, 
jealous, envious public, most dearly loves to 
see, he not only entertains, but his audi- 
ences go home feeling instructéd. 

In The Royal Box,” which was pre- 
wented at the Century Theater last night 
by Mr. Coghlan, he unmercifully clubs the 
calling which is meat and drink to him 
from Alpha to Omaha, as the variety come- 
dian would express it.

Firmly clenched in his right hand was tne 
pistol, which he held with a death grip. 

Some of the neighbors came and led the 
frantic woman and Sparen away from the 
ecene. They were wild with grief, and ex- 
citement in the neighborhood was intense. 

Engler was a blacksmith, 52 years old. He 
was in comfortable circumstances financialiy 
and his home life was happy. 

e only apparent cause for suicide was 

U health. For several months Engler has 
een a rheumatic sufferer and he has often 
said that unless relief came soon, he did not 
care to live. This declaration was never 
construed as a suicidal threat. 

Engler arose early Monday morning and 
ate breakfast as usual, with his family. He 
eat around the house after breakfast and 
while Mrs. Engler busied herself preparing 
the children for school, Engler went into 
the kitchen. It was just 7:40 o'clock when 
he fired the shot. He stood alone facing a 
window, as he preseed the muzzle of the gun 
to his temple..-

SCALE HAS BEEN VIOLATED 
AT CARLINVILLE. 


MORE CUTTING

Operators in the Belleville District Say 
They Will Have to Fol- 
low Suit.

Another strike of Illinois coal miners Is 
probable. The Big Muddy men have ac- 
cepted a reduction. That is expected to 
lead to cutting by other companies, and that 
would inevitably lead to trouble. 

The Big Muddy Coal Co. of Carterville 
| has made a contract with the miners in its 
employ, at a cut of 6 cents below the Spring- 
field scale, or 30 chats a ton. 

The contract is to be in effect for one 
year from April 1, the date on which the 
Springfield scale goes into effect. 

Tho officers of the company give as the 
reason for the cut that on account of ship- 
ping distance and local conditions the com- 


pans cannot compete with others under the 
pringfield scale. They claim that the Con- 
solidated and Madison companies purposely 
arranged the scale so high that they could 
control the market, 

The Madison company claims this cut is 
unwarranted because the Big Muddy wv -rks 
a very large vein and secures extra prices 
on its procucts. 

Officers of other companies say that if 
the Big Muddy is permitted to cut they will 
have to do so also. 

The scale for Belleville, Mt. Olive and 
Glen Carbon is % cents, or 10 cents more 
than the scale called for under the new 
Big Muddy contract. 

Operators in these three places will not, 
they claim, be able to compete against the 
Zig Muddy company with its advantage of 
10 cents, especially as the latter is in the 
hands of a receiver and can ask and ob- 
tain the protection of the courts in the 
event of trouble. 

The matter has been called to the atten- 
tion of the officials of United Mine Workers 
of America and suitable action will be taken 
to if possible avert a strike. 

A peculiar feature about the cut Is the 
claimed fact that it is entirely. acceptable 
jo the men employed by the Big Muddy.

MADE FRANTIC 
BY IDLE GOSSIP, 


Pretty Sophia Leindecker 
Threatens to Kill Herself. 


NEIGHBORS TALK ABOUT HER 


BECAUSE SHE WAS TO WED THE 
DIVORCED HUSBAND OF NO- 
TORIOUS MARY MORGAN. 


HAS RETURNED TO HER MOTHER 


Father Dying in the Hospital From 
Wounds Inflicted by McNamara, 
Who Committed Suicide After 
Killing Caroline Schaller. 


Sophia Leindecker, 17 years old, de- 
clares that she will kill herself if her 
neighbors don’t stop gossiping about her. 
She is the daughter of Joseph Leindecker, 
who is dying at the Alexian Brothers’ Hos- 
pital from a fractured skull, for which 
George McNamara, who killed Caroline 
Schaller and himself a week ago, was re- 
sponzible. 

Sophia returned to her home Monday after 
a mysterious absence of four days, during 


which her friends and the police sought 
high and low for her. She will not tell 
where she was, but says that she was 
planning to do something desperate and at 
the last moment was stopped by the 
thoughts of her mother, her injured father 
and the great love for a man who is the 
foundation for the gossip and of her 
trouble. 

Though a child in years, Sophia is wom- 
anly in appearance and ardently in love. 
She is a Catholic, her parents are Catholics 
and so is her lover. His name is James 
Morgan, a thrifty glass-blower, who lives 
at 1802 South Broadway. 

Morgan. had a wife, Mrs. Mary Morgan, 
and though they were divorced in the 
courts Sophia’s mother and the neighbors 
say that only death can separate them. 

Wife No. 1 defies her former husband to 
wed. She is an inmate of the City Hospi- 
tal and has attempted suicide so many 
times the police find it difficult to keep a 
record. She hurled herself in front of a 
locomotive, attempted to jump into the fur- 
nace where her husband works, has taken 
poison a dozen times and on numerous Ooc- 
easions she has endeavored to dash out 
her brains against the iron bars of a police 
station cell. 

Leaving the City Hospital a few days ago 
Mrs. Morgan called at the Leindecker home 
and after telling Sophia that she knew all 
about the love affair between the girl and 
Morgan, said: 

“But you can’t marry him. The church 
—- it. My death alone will set him 
ree, 

No doubt vou both woul? like to have me 
die. Well, I've tried to kill myself more 
times than you are years old, but I'll try 
no more. I'm going to live now, if it’s only 
to spite you both.“ 

The scene created by the woman started 
the neighbors to gossiping. Mrs. Lein- 
decker, a peaceable old woman, heard what 
the neighbors said and took her daughter 
to task. She told her she must give up 
Morgan. 

Sophia became hysterical. She declared 
that she would rather die than forsake 
her love, and putting on her hat she ran 
into the street. The neighbors saw her go 
and said she had probably gone to the river 
to drown herself. 


That was Wednesday night. Mrs. Lein- 
decker informed the police and they 
searched everywhere for her. The mother 


feared the worst, but Sunday night, as mys- 
terlously as she had left. the iri catered 
to her home. She wouldn’t tell where she 
had been or give any explanation of her 
1 8 5 

“These gossips are to blame for all of 
this.“, she said to a reporter Monday ~ 
ing. “I am just desperate about it all. 
They seem bent on telling lies about me, 
and when mother took up their talk it was 
too much. I am so tired of it all. 

“They say because of religion I am not 
to wed the man I love. Well let it be so— 
isn’t that enough for a girl to stand? If 
they don’t stop talking scandal about me I 
will do something desperate. I won't stand 
the'r gossip any longer. 

Where was I? I was where I could have 
my peace of mind. I wonder if the law 
cannot help me retain it.“ 

Mrs. Leindecker wept as the girl told of 
her troubles. 

“You will not go away again, Sophia; 
you know I am all alone now,” said she. 

Poor mother, I wouldn't have come back 
but for the thought of you and how it 
would have grieved you,“ replied Sophia, 
gently stroking the gray-haired woman.

RATE LAW IN.

THE SUPREME COURT DECIDES. 


Justice Harlan Holds the Statute in 
Violation of the Federal Con- 
stitution. 


WASHINGTON, March 7.—Justice Har- 
lan’s opinion in the Nebraska maximum 
freight rate case held the Nebraska law to 
be contrary to the fourteenth amendment 
in that it authorized the taking of property 
without due process of law, and was there- 


fore invalid. 

Justice Harlan’s opinion affirmed the opin- 
ion of the Circuit Court of Appeals for the 
Eighth Circuit, which was against the maxi- 
mum freight rate law and favorable to the 
railroads. 

This case was instituted to test the valid- 
itv of a law sed by the Nebraska Leg!s- 
lature in 1898, prescribing the maximum 
rates for the transportation of freight by 
rallroads within the State. The act applies 
specifically to freight whose transit begins 
and ends in the State, and there was no 
effort in its enactment to control interstate 
freight. It affected all the railroads in the 
State and the railroad companies instituted 
the proceedings terminated b to-day’s 
opinion by filing a bill in the Nebraska Cir- 
cuit Court soon after the law was enacted. 
The object of the bill was to secure an or- 
der restraining the State officials from put- 
ting the law into force. 

the law was attacked on the ground of 
its constitutionality. It was charged that 
inasmuch as the act applied only to State 
freights it was chargeable with a discrimi- 
nation against them and therefore antago- 
nistic to the spirit of the fourteenth amend- 
ment to the constitution. They contended 
that the maximum rate fixed was unreason- 
able and ruinous to the roads. It was also 
asserted that the act interfered with inter- 
state commerce. 

The decision in the Circuit Court was de- 
livered by Justice Brewer of the Supreme 
Court. is — was based largely upon 
the charge of unreasonableness. He made 
a computation showing that the reduction 
effected in freight rates amounted on an 
average to 29% per cent. 

The case has been twice argued in the 
Supreme Court, Hon. W. J. Bryan appearing 
as one of the counsel for the State at the 
last hearing.
